STEAMER SINKS: 100 RESCUED 


Pleasure Craft Springs Leak in 
the Calumet River. 


AID FROM NEARBY LAUNCHES 


Crews Give A-sistance When It Is 
Found Leak Has Been Sprung. 


The steamer Lola, a pleasure boat plying 


between Kensington amd Riverdale park, 
sank yesterday afternoon in the Calumet 
river, near the Kensington and Eastern rail- 
road bridge, while en route to the park. 

The 100 persons on board were rescued by 
crews of three or four launches that hur- 
ried to the disabled boat. The boat sprang 
a leak when near the Kensington and East- 
ern railroad bridge. 

The steamer is the property of Abe Oling, 
Kensington avenue and Lake Calumet, apd 
as a pleasure boat mace two trips daily De- 
tween Kensington and the park. The cause 
of the epringing of the leak could not be ex- 
plained save that it was supposed the boat 
struck some object or a sandbar in the river. 

Officers on board with difficulty avoided a 
panic while the rescues were being made, 
but all the passengers were taken to shore 
without ingury. 

Tramp Steamer Rescues Boys. 

Two south side high school boys were pulled 
out of Lake Michigan late Saturcay night 
in an exhauste.. condition. For ten hours 
they had been clinging to a capsized yacht, 
and, benumbed by the cold water and 
fatigued by their battle with the waves, they 
were helpless when picked up by a freight 
steamer. 

The boys—Harry O'Neill, 4105 Grand boule- 
vard, and Roy Knauer, 3066 Lake Park ave- 
nue, had partly recovered from their experi- 
ence yesterday, but they talked of it with 
a thrill of horror.

C. Pemberton and 
Representative Joseph S. Clark, the fur- ~ 
niture salesman who obtained the con- 
tract. The charge in this indictment will 
be conspiracy to commit bribery, and will 
be much stronger than the previous in- 
dictment. 

Fish Bill Indictments Likely. 

Indictments also may be returmed in the 
matter of the fish bill slush fund, though this 
will be deferred unti! a number of new wit- 
nesses have been heard. The indictments 
in this case probably will be directed against 
those who collected the fund, on a charge of 
conspiracy to commit bribery. 

During Mr. Burke’s absence about 100 
letters have been received at his office con- 
taining friendly tips on legislative corrup- 
tion. This mail will be gone over carefully 
and all promising leads will be followed up as 
soon as possible. 

F. W. Potter of Henry, an attorney who 
represented the fishermen in their fight 
against the fish bill, will be the principal 
witness tomorrow.

He thereupon 
acquired an equestrian statue of the Third 
Napoleon for a mére song, decapitated it, and 
screwed on a head purporting to be a )ike- 
nese of Norodom on the mutilated trunk. 
Then he turned up with it in Cambodia and 
submitted it to the King, together with a 
lotta bill. 

The monarch fiked the statue, but 414 not 
réeli¢h the idea of paving for it. afd when 
Re fealiaed this the Frenchman siegested 
that it would be more in keeping with Buro- 
pean idéas if the statue were to be paid for 
by the leading nobles and mandaring, 

This suggestion found favor in the roval 
sight, but did not please the mandarine until 
the Frenchman pointed out to them that the 
method of payment was a mere matter of 
form in Btirope, where nominally tt was the 
nobles and dignitaries who paid, whereas in 
reality the monéy was obtained from the 
common people in such a manner as to leave 
a large margin of profit In the hands of the 


collector.

Gillett’s attitude on this particular matter 
while in New York some few weeks ago, hig un- 
dignified remarks abcut the ethics of’ the fight, 
and his last stand combine to show that California 
has a mighty wabbly chief executive. He either 
doesn't know his own mind for any length of time, 
or he'is easily influenced by the joy killers of so- 
clety. There is much sympathy expressed for the 
members of this party who have made the long 
journey from the east on the strength of a belief 
in the evenness of temper of Californiane in sport- 
ing affairs and who were assured by Gov. Gillett’s

HOPEFUL ON NEW MEASURE. 


More Promise for Fall Money Markets 
Is Indicated. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, June 19.—[Special:]—Exceed- 
ingly dull stock markets with narrow but 
generally firm price movements formed 
ample evidence last week of the subsidence 
of excitement stirred up by the government's 
injunction proceedings against the western 
railroads. It has come to be recognized gen- 
erally that with al! the preliminar:’ fuss out 
of the way, the future of railroad investments 
has narrowed down to the workings of the 
“ railroad bill,”’ and the pros and con. of this 
measure, therefore, absorbed to a large ex- 
tent the interest and attention of the finaa- 
cial community. 


Hopeful as to Railway Bill. 

President Ripley of the Atchison continues 
to represent those who are certain that irre- 
trievable harm will be worked to the coun- 
try’s roads, but it must be said that rail- 
road executives of his wey of thinking are 
few and that the greater number are either 
content to await hopefully the outcome or 
feel assured that in its construction of the 
terms of the new bill and ite resultant deal- 
ings with the railways the interstate com- 
merce commission will display absolute fair- 
ness. 

Untried as the provisions of the bill are, ft 
is not surprising that conservatism has ruled 
railroad circles, making itself felt in the 
curtailment to a certain extent of expendi- 
tures for new construction and new equip- 
ment where these involved capital outlays, 
the carrying of which depended upon the 
receipt of increased income, from the higher 
tariff rates which are now subject to review 
and long postponement at the hands of the 
commission. 

This power which the commission has to 
hold up rates for ten months under the terms 
of the bill is naturally objectionable to:rail- 
road officials, but it would seem that the 


sensible view to take of this matter is that | 


the commission will expedite its investiga- 
tion wherever possible and that unnecessary 
delay in arriving at conclusions must prove 
public sentiment’in euch fashion as to im- 
peril the tenure of office or those knowingly 
responsible. 


Promise for Fall Money Markets. 


In the slowing down of trade and utter 
absence of costly speculation in stock or 
grain markets, there is promise for the fall 
money markets, unlese, indeed, conditions in 
the west, where many of the banks have ex- 
tended accommodations to the point of rash- 
ness, offset favorable factors elsewhere. The 
test must come when the crop moving de- 
mand setsin. If stringency develops at that 
time it is encouraging to note that the Eng- 
lish money market, as evidenced by the re- 
cent liquidations in discount and in the re- 
markable showing of strength by the bank 
last week, will be prepared to meet such de- 
mands as we may have to make. 


Disquiet in Berlin Market. 

BERLIN, June 19.—The market was dull 
last week and operations were of an ex- 
tremely light character. Favorable reports 
from local steel and fron regions were offset 
by disquiet, due to the iiness of the kaiser 
and the emperor of Austria and pessimistic 
news from the American steel and tron 
trade. Canadian Pacific declined on rumors 
of a threatened strike. 


Weak in Rio Tintos, 

PARIS. June 19.—Last week began with a 
weak market and further fall in Rio Tintos, 
which, after some slight rallies, closed Satur- 
day at 1% francs lower than at the last set- 
tlement. It would seem that the unloading 
of the speculative market is now ended, yet 
there is a marked lack of buyers. Investors 
are turning their attention more particularly 
to new issues of pank and credit companies. 


Little Change in London. 
NDON, June 19.—There has been no

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GAIN IN FORRIGN COMMERCE 


Business for Fiseal Year Wil] 
Beat All Figures But 1907. 


IMPORTS MAKE A RECORD. 


Exports Show Falling Off, Excess Be- 
ing Smallest Since 1896. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—| Special. }— 
The foreign commerce of the United States 
in the fiscal year which ends with the present 
month will show a larger total than in any 
year except 1907. The combined imports and 
exports during the eleven months for which 
figures are now available show a grand total 
of $38.055 000,000, against $2.733 000,000 in the 
corresponding months of 1908-9, $2,848,000,- 
000 in the like period of 1907-8. and $3.065.- 
000,000 in the like period of 1906-7, the total 
for the eleven months of the current year 
being thus $10,000,000 beiow that of the cor- 
responding months of the banner year, 1906-7. 

The import figures will be the largest in 
the history of the import trade, while the ex- 
port figures will fall more than one hundred 
million dollars below those of the fiscal years 
1907 and 1908. The excess of exports over 


. imports will be emalier than in any year since 


1896, the figures of the eleven months ending 
with May, 1910, showing an excess of but 
$179,000,000, indicating that the excess for 
the full twelve months will not exceed two 
hundred million dollars, as against $451,000, - 
ooo in the fiscal year 1000, and $666.000,UU0U 
in the fiscal year 1908, when the excess of ex- 
ports over imports made its highest record 
Increase Is in Materials. 

The increase in imports, according to’ fig- 
ures prepared by the bureau of statistics of 
the department of commerce and labor, oc- 
curs in manufacturers’ materials. The de- 
crease in exports occurs chiefly in foodstuffs.

Chicago Will Have New Direct Outlet 
to Atlantic Coast. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 10.—[Special.}—A 
syndicate composed of Edward Hawley, head 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio raflroad, and 
Norman Erb and W. B. Bradford of New 
york, who are interested in the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, will purchase the Chicago, Cincin- 
nati and Louisville railroad on Thursday 
when it is to be sold at a receiver's sale at 
Richmond. 

As a matter of fact the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, which is behind the deal, virtually 
hes owned the C., C. and L. for the last 
year. The C. and O. over a@ year ago pur- 
chased the second mortgage refunding bonds 
outstanding on the C., C. and L., paying be- 
tween 50 and 60 cents on the dollar. 

in January James P. Goodrich, receiver, 
iasued $1,400,000 of receiver's certificates and 
the syndicate purchased them with a view 
of purchasing the road at receiver's sale and 
leasing ft to the Chesapeake and Ohio. The 
syndicate will be the only bidder et the 
sale. 

The purchase price of the C., C. and L., 
amounting to $5,400,000, was fixed by the 
court. James P. Goodrich, receiver for the 
road, and H. C. Starr, general counsel, are in 
New York. The gross revenues of the road 
in 1907 amounted to $900,000. This Was in- 
ereased under Mr. Goodrich's management 
to $1,300,000 in 1908. For the fiecal year end- 
ing July 1, 1910, at which time Mr. Good- 
rich’s duties will cease, the gross earnings 
will have reached $1,600,000. 

The sale of the C., C. and L. to the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio will give the Hawley lines a 
through line from Newport News, Va., to 
Chicago, and from that city to the western 
coast. 


RAILROAD EQUIPMENT BONDS 
REACH $50,000,000 THIS YEAR. 


Proposed Issue of $17,000,000 by New 
York Central Lines Will Bring the 
Total to High Figure. 


New York, June 19.—[Special.]—With the 
issuance of $17,000,000 New York Central 
lines equipment trusts, the total amount of 
this form of obligation issued since the first 
of the year will be close to $50,000,000. 

A considerable part of these equipment 
trust certificates are short term notes, as the 
earlier series of some issues mature in as 
short a time as six months, and as a factor in 
the investment situation of the last few 
months this substantial amount haz had its 
effect.

Mills and Finishing PlantsShow Further 
Decrease in Output—Jobbing Trace 
Delays Placing of Fall Business, 


New York, June 19.—The feature of the cot- 
ton goocs market is the increasing curtai!- 
ment of large mills and finishing plants be- 
cause of their inability to meet the low prices 
buyers are willing to pay. The jobbing trade 
hag delayed the placing of its usual business 
on domestics for fall, and a movement is now 
being made for a final revision in prices 
which will be guaranteed to October. It is 
hoped that this action will stimulate pur- 
chases and production and thus prevent an 
abnormé! scarcity which will lead to higher 
prices when buying does startin. ~ 

Printed goods are in quiet demand, sales 
being in trifling lots. Bleached goods have 
ruled quiet all week. Drills and sheetings 
are elightly easier for spot delivery, but 
milig are declining many contracts for late 
deliverr tendered at reduced values. 

Spring lines of staple hosiery and under- 
wear were opened during the week at prices 
showing slight advances over last year and 
recession in prices from those recently cur- 
rent on spot goods, Thie action, taken at a 
time when cotton is 35 per cent higher than 
a year ago, is typical of the trend of mer- 
chandising for the moment. 

In the underwear markets new spring lines are 
being from day to day. The bulk of new 
business reported is being done on the cheaper 
balbriggans made by a few large mills, on straight 
and curved shape ladies’ goods in & price range 
that permits profitable retailing at 25c, on union 
suits, and on some of the novelties that have come 
into the market in the last two or three years. 
There is no general desire expressed by the large 
buyers to place bulk orders on staple merchandise 
for spring, and this accounts for the indifference 
shown in certain of the best known agencies where 
leading lires are carried. They do not care to 
make a formal opening before next month. 


CLOTHING WANTED FOR FALL; 
SHOES ALSO ARE IN DEMAND. 


Chicago Wholesale Men Report Orders of 
Satisfactory Size and Nature—Styles 
for Men and Women Popular Sellers. 


Wholesale clothing men reported that fa)! 
orders that are coming in are of a satisfac-

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PRODUCE TRADE IS QUIETER 


Hot Weather Unsettles Demand 
and Restricts Business. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS HOLD FIRM 


Fruits, Vegetables, and Poultry, How- 
ever, Show Radical Changes. 


Fluctuations in produce values at Chicago 
last week were confined to fruits, vegetables, 
and poultry. The market for dairy products 
was uneventful so far as trading conditions 
were concerned, although the filing of a suit 
against the Chicago butter and egg board by 
the federal government gave members of the 
organization sufficient worry. 

Taken as a whole, the trade was uneatis- 
factory. Hot weather stimulated the demand 
for certain commodities, caused violent fuc- 
tuations in prices, was detrimental to the 
quality of tender, perishable goods, and re- 
stricted the free movement of supplies. It 
also served as a check on the consumptive 
demand for farm products not strictly of the 
hot weather variety and made the shipping 
of stock to distant points hazardous, all of 
which served to knock the trade out of plumb 
and caused dissatisfaction. 


Lemons in Big Advance, 

Lemons were among the commodities the 
sale of which was benefited by a big rise in 
temperatures, A stimulant such as the hot 
spell proved to be would have been the best 
thing dealers could have wished for under 
normal conditions, but the steck of lemons 
held in store was abnormally small for this 
season of the year, and when orders began to 
come in dealers had to confess their inability 
to meet the requirements of their clustomers. 

An advance of $1.00 to $2.00 a case was an- 
nounced, but this seemed to be taken as a 
forerunner of further appreciations by the 
buyers and they continued to call for sup- 
plies. All available stock was disposed of in 
a hurrry and many unfilled orders were car- 
ried over to await more generous receipts. 

Berry Trade Restricted. 

While lerhons were benefited by the hot 
wave, berries suffered. The first evidence of 
unfavorable temperatures was seen in the un- 
satisfactory condition of the dDerries received. 
Strawberries from across the lake were 
scorched and overripe, while those from 
southern points were soft and leaky. 

Local retailers bought berries on @ liberal 
scale at reduced prices, but shippers cur- 
tailed their operations and a large ehare of 
the arrivais had to be sold to canners and ped- 
diers, who secured stock of uneven quality 
at low figures. Most of the business done in 
berries during the week was in Michigan 
stock, supplies of which were the largest of 
the season, 


Watermelons More Active. 

Watermeions had the most active week of 
the season thusfar. Arrivals were increased 
materially and prices suffered a slight de- 
cline, but the trade responded with 4 will and 
littke stock had to be carried over unsold 
In fact, more generous receipts could have 
been disposed of advantageously and dealers 
here were wiring thir customers to ship more 
freely. 

Gem melons met with an active call, but 
receipts were heavy, there were accumula- 
tions from eartier in the season, and values 
remained at a stea.y level. Many of the 
peaches received from Texas were of com- 
mon quahty and they moved siowly during 
the fore part of the week. Late arrivals were 
more desirable, however, and the market 
clowed in a healthy condition, 


Vegetable Demand Is Slow, 


Green vegetables of all kinds met with a 
slow and disappointing demand. It is evi- 
dent that Chicago housewives use vegetables 
as side dishes to accompany the meat order, 
and when the weather is such as to restrict 
the consumption of meats, vegetables suffer 
as well. Receipts of nearly all varieties of 
green vegetables were liberal and seagonabie 
rcductions were made in prices so that the 
complaint of excessive cost could not be 


made. 
Poultry Values Recede. 

All species of poultry, with the exception 
of turkeys, sold at lower prices, with broilers 
beading the break with a decline of 6c, while 
fowls lost 1%c. Ducks were off ic, while 
roosters declined %c ané@ spring geese were 
lowered 2c. Receipts were more liberal, but 
the demand failed to show any material im- 
provement, and dealers reduced prices to 
move the arrivals. 

Speculators were encouraged to operate by 
the indications of a more liberal movement 
of stock from the farms, and they were the 
principal buyers on closing days. Retailers 
and dressers bought on a moderate scaleand 
continued to complain of excessive prices 


Butter and Eggs Quiet, 

Trading in butter and eggs was quiet and 
almost featureless. Receipts were of lighter 
volume and there were reports to the effect 
that hot, dry weather had worked injury to 
pastures and restricted the make of butter. 
but these returns failed to stimulate the 
demand to any perceptible degree and sup- 
plies on the market proved ample for the re- 
quirements of the trade.

Indian Tribes Are Gioning ‘Rich 
Through Development. of 
Their Mines. 


- 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Oklahoma City, Okla., June 19.—[Special.] 
—A visitor from the north who seeks Okia- 
home for the first time is dkely to come away 
with two eapecially strong impressions. He 
will notice, first of all, the attractiveness and 
evident prosperity of the country, and then 
the chances are he will be surprised to find 
how much of the land is for sale.. There is 
hardly any farming locality, of course, where 
the land is not for sale provided the pur- 
chaser is willing to pay the price, but it is 
not often that one finds sellers as aggressive 
as they are in the new state of Oklahoma 
just at present. This situation is likely to 
interest the prospective settier who wants 
land of the type to be found here. 

Much of the country is rolling, and as a 
large percentage of it is wooded the pic- 
turesque element is not lacking. The golls 
are of various types and usually are pro- 
ductive. There is a large percentage of 
chocolate loam, some sandy soil, and a fair 
amount of rich river bottom land. A red 
loam, such as is not seen in the north, is 
common. Climatic conditiuns are favorable, 
although the rainfall is light in the western 
part of the state. The extreme western part 
of Okfahoma lies within the so-called dry 
farming belt, and a large amount of farming 
land just skirts the area of little rain. 

When the Indians first moved this way it 
was because their lands in the older states 
were wanted by the whive settlers. The red 
men were sent here partly because the re- 
sources of this locality were supposed to be 
too scanty to tempt the whites and partly 
because it was taken for granted that the 
movement westward would never reach into 
the “ wilderness’ west of the Mississippi. 
President Jackson gave them the territory 
for their homes ‘‘so long as grass grows 
and water runs.” 


Indians Own Great Wealth. 


The gift to the Indians turned out to be far 
richer than any one had anticipated, and 
tuday the five civilized tribes—the Chero- 
kees, Choctaws, Chickasaws, Creeks, and 
Seminoles—are reputed. to be the richest 
Indians in the world. Part of their wealth 
consist of interests in large forests and im- 
mense coal deposits, which are managed for 
them by government officials. The coal area 


| covers 800,000 acres, only part of which has 


been uncovered. There are at least twelve 
workable deposits of coal, some of which 
have veins 200 miles long and ten feet thick. 
The oil district is more than twice the 
size of the coal flelds. During eleven years 
the’ Osage Indians received more than §2,- 
000,000 in royalties for gas and oil. In addi- 
tion they have $8,000,000 on deposit at Wash- 
ington and own large land holdings. A 
recent estimate showed the Indians of this 
tribe to be worth $27,500 per capita. Royal- 
ties also are received by the Indians when- 
ever their coal fields are worked. Large 
deposits of asphalt and gypsum are counted 
among other mineral. resources of the state. 
Possibilities regarding the development of 
mineral resources interest the egricultural 
element because there is certain to be a 
heavy demand for farm products near a pros- 
perous coal or oil district. The rapidly grow 
ing cities also sh good markets for the 
crops. which reached a total value of $100,- 
000,000 last year. Cotton, corn, winter wheat, 
and live stock led the farm products, with a 
long list of varied crops following. 
growers are wanted in the farming 
regions, and it is asserted that those who 
understand how to supply the local markets 
would find an ample reward here. Land

Restrictions on Indian lands have been 
removed by degrees, and there is now a 
large amount of such property on sale. 
There has been trouble regarding titles, and 
this has restricted some of the transactions 
of this nature. But there are plenty of fat ms 
where questions regarding validity of title 
cannot be raised. 

Oklahoma City, like many another thriving 
place in the state, is remarkable for its rapid 
and sure growth. It: is only about twenty 
years since the first “run” for Oklahoma 
lands, and the development of the state dates 
from the beginning of the scrambles for land. 
The inadvisability of continuing the prac- 
tice of permitting the public to race for the 
more desirable locations was demonstrated 
during these rushes, and the drawings for 
land were substituted et later openings of 
reservations. On account of subsequent 
changes in conditions, this plan, too, is com- 
ing in for severe criticism, principally be- 
cause many thousands take long trips to 
the drawings and get nothing,
